To  give  adequate  account  of  his  life  and 
work  in  China  one  would  need  to  give  a 
history  of  the  most  fruitful  field  Southern 
Baptists  have  had  in  the  Orient  for  the  last 
forty  years.  During  these  forty  years  of 
his  work  for  the  Chinese  his  life  has  touch- 
ed every  movement  in  South  China,  and  has 
done  much  to  mold  many  of  the  most  tar- 
reaching  of  these  movements.  For  years 
he  and  Dr.  K.  JI.  Craves  were  the  only  male 
members  of  the  mission.  They  struggled 
against  the  most  perplexing  difficulties  in 
the  trying  and  discouragiug  days  of  the 
early  period  of  our  work.  We  can  never 
know  the  far-reaching  influence  of  those  two 
heroes  o fthe  Cross.  As  we  think  of  their 
early  trials  and  patient  waiting,  we  can 
thank  Cod  that  they  lived  to  see  the  usher- 
ing in  of  the  New  China  and  the  days  of 
wonderful  reaping. 

Dr.  Simmons  gave  his  life  in  China  prima- 
rily to  evangelistic  work.  Dr.  Craves  em- 
phasized the  educational,  which  left  Dr 
Simmons  free  to  sow  beside. all  waters,  lie 
delighted  to  preach  the  Word  in  season  and 
out  of  season,  lie  believed  that  the  Cospel 
is  and  always  will  be  the  power  of  Cod  unto 
salvation,  but  meu  must  proclaim  the  “glad 
tidings”  before  the  lost  can  hear  and  believe 
unto  the  saving  of  their  souls.  Up  the  riv- 
ers in  boats  he  went  selling  tracts  iiud 
preaching  to  those  wKo  had  never  heard  the 
name  of  Jesus.  Across  mountains  and 
over  streams  he  walked  far  into  the  interior, 
“in  perils  among  robbers,”  and  “in  peril* 
of  the  mountain  streams”  he  was  oft;  but 
none  of  these  things  hindered  him  as  he  car- 
ried the  precious  words  of  eternal  life  to 
the  heathen.  It  was  such  a joy  to  hear  him 
preach  divine  love  and  zeal  in  the  language 
of  tile  Chinese.  His  sermons  were  always 
animated  full  of  practical  illustrations,  ana 
suited  to  the  Oriental  life. 

He  seemed  to  find  his  greatest  joy  in 
preaching,  yet  he  knew  that  the  Chinese 
must  be  taught  to  observe  all  things  if  the 
greatest  results  were  to  follow  He  gave 
much  time  to  indoctrinating  the  Christians 
by  holding  classes  for  Bible  study,  writing 
tracts  or  translating  some  of  our  doetrinal 
pamphlets  into  the  language  of  the  Chinese. 
He  also  taught  some  in  our  Seminary,  es- 
pecially during  the  last  years  of  his  life. 

He  gave  gome  of  the  best  thought  and 
time  of  his  life  helping  to  establish  the 
( hina  Baptist  Publication  Society.  He 
gave  more  largely  of  his  personal  money 
than  any  other  missionary  in  China.  He 
believed  with  all  his  heart  that  we  ought  to

But  let  us  not  deceive  ourselves  into  be- 
lieving lhat  the  westernizing  of  China 
means  the  Christianizing  of  China.  The 
two  terms  are  not  iu  the  least  synononious. 
The  one  may  help  on  the  other.  And  on 
the  other  hand  it  may  hinder.  The  wea- 
ternizing  of  Japan  half  a century  ago  has 
certainly  not  yet  been  followed  by  its  be- 
oming  Christian..  Is  it  not  true  that  the 
missionaries  in  Japan  made  the  mistake 
then  that  we  shall  he  tempted  to  make  now, 
that  is.  concentrate  our  efforts  on  school 
work  and  neglect  the  winning  of  the  masses 
to  Christ!  Unless  I have  been  misinformed 
the  mission  schools  of  Japan  have  been  guil- 
ty of  inoculating  the  church  of  Japan  with 
western  materialism,  a Godless  evolutionism, 
higher  criticism  of  a destructive  kind,  and 
other  -isms  that  run  riot  in  our  western  col- 
leges and  universities.  The  result  is  a 
cultured  church  but  a church  that  has  no 
evangelistic  spirit  to  speak  of  and  will  nev- 
er win  Japan  to  Chriat  until  there  is  some 
good  old  fashioned  preaching  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  llim  crucilied,  in  the  life  of  the 
church  itself. 

No,  let  us  not  believe  that  we  have  won 
China  to  Christ  because  we  have  convinced 
her  that  a locomotive  is  superior  to  a wheel- 
barrow  a steamboat  to  a junk,  an  electric 
lamp  to  one  using  bean  oil,  or  a republican 
government  superior  to  an  absolute  mon- 
archy. 

In  conclusion  it  may  he  aaid  that  this 
criticism  is  all  negative.  But  I have  a con- 
structive program  to  offer.  It  is  not  orig- 
inal. Any  one  who  ia  interested  to  know 
what  it  is  will  find  it  in  I Corinthian*  1:1*2 
:16.  It  is  dwelt  upon  at  some  length  in 
this  passage,  but  it  is  the  spirit  of  the  whole 
New  Testament,  the  evangelistic  spirit.

Refreshing  Experience*.

The  Record  readers  will  understand  that 
the  main  object  of  my  recent  visit  to  Mis- 
sissippi wa»  to  attend  the  celebration  of  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  Boguc  t'hitto 
church,  Pike  county.  My  first  pastorate 
was  with  that  churrh,  and  its  present  mem, 
be  rah  ip  was  kind  enough  to  invite  me  to 
join  in  their  celebration.  < 

To  me  the  occasion  was  an  exceedingly 
delightful  one  Of  course,  a vast  number 
of  those  to  whom  I was  pastor,  have  gone  on 
to  ‘‘the  Father’s  house.”  This  gave  pathos 
to  the  oeeasion.  1 was  especially  gratified 
liecause  my  brief  visit  seemed  to  be  a grat- 
ification to  the  older  people  of  the  church 
and  community.  It  wa*.  perhaps,  my  last 
opportunity  to  contribute  anything  at  all  to 
their  happiness,  and  I am  sincerely  glad  that 
I used  it. 

Marvelous  changes  have  taken  place  in 
that  section  within  the  last  twenty  years 
The  detcated  little  Ml  weevil  haa  done  hia 
mighty  work,  practically  making  an  end  to 
cotton  as  a money  crop  The  result  is  that 
both  farmers  and  business  men  are  more  or 
less  depressed  and  at  sea.  The  writer  did  not 
hesitate  to  say,  over  and  over  that  within 
five  years,  if  the  people  of  that  section  fol- 
low their  inclination,  they  will  be  holding 
thanksgiving  service*  because  the  boll  wee- 
vil came  to  them.  Even  this  soon,  it  ha* 
been  admirably  demonstrated  that  that 
whole  section  i*  adapted  to  truck  farming. 
One  friend  told  me  that  he  had  raised  this 
year  two  hundred  bushels  of  yam  potatoes 
per  acre,  and  that  he  was  getting  fifty  cent* 
per  bushel  for  them  I had  like  statements 
from  other  farmer*. 

The  great  complaint  i*  that  there  is  no 
ready  market  for  such  products  It  is  J*r 
fcctly  evident,  however,  that  the  demand 
will  create  a market  for  them  in  the  near 
future.  I look  for  Mississippi  farmers  «oy 
make  progress  from  this  time  on,  by  leaps 
and  hounds.  Little  as  he  is.  the  boll  weevil 
has  pushed  the  farmers  of  South  Mississip- 
pi out  of  the  cotton  route,  in  which  they 
have  been  running  for  year*,  mueh  of  the 
time,  at  an  actual  lo**.  and  com|»eJlcd  them 
to  raise  crop*  that  arc  sure-enough  motif) 
crop*.

The  North  China  Mission  pursued  the  same 
course  that  was  followed  by  the  South  Chins 
Mission  and  passed  the  following  resolutions: 
"1.  While  we  do  not  ask  for  any  money  for 
* primary  education  from  this  fund,  we  consider 
these  schools  the  foundation  of  our  whole  edu- 
cational plan  and  urge  upon  the  several  stations 
the  Imperative  need  for  multiplying  and  de- 
veloping them.  4 

"2.  That  each  of  our  stations  shall  have  a 
well-equipped  academy  for  boys  and  one  for 
girls.  Tbe  boys'  academy  to  have  a capacity 
of  not  less  than  one  hnndred  and  fifty  and  the 
girls'  -of  st  least  one  hundred. 

”3.  That  In  each  ease  a residence  be  placed 
In  connection  with  the  school. 

"4.  That  better  facilities  be  provided  for 
the  evangelistic  work,  commonly  called  among 
ua  'clsse  work.’  This  Is  most  Important  for 
the  development  of  our  church  members  and 
tbe  Instructing  of  Inquirers'  classes. 

"6.  Suitable  equipment  for  the  women's 
' medical  work  In  each  of  the  stations  where  we 
have  a hospital  for  men. 

“6.  A suitable  meeting  house  for  each  one 
of  our  main  stations.  This  need  Is  already  met 
In  two  stations,  vis:  Hwanghlen  and  Plngtu 
For  Tongchowfu  and  Laichowfu,  It  means  en- 
largement. urgent  In  both  cases,  to  meet  tbe 
needs  of  the  congregation  and  to  save  the 
buildings.

In  order  and  should  be  welcomed  by 
every  honest  churchman,  but  the 
criticism  that  one  hears  in  the  av- 
erage class  In  sociology  is  usually 
based  upon  narrow  prejudice;
